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STUDENTS—WHAT 
DO YOU THINK? 


Historically, the United States 
of America has given its approval 
to religious worship and to the 
right of Its citlsens to worship as 
they choose. Many of our early 
colonies were founded by people 
who came t° this continent to 
escape the tyrannies of religious 
persecution and to worship 
their consciences might direct. The 
flr$t article In our so-called Bill 
of Rights, Article I of the Amend¬ 
ments to the Constitution, states 
that "Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment of re¬ 
ligion, or prohibiting the free ex¬ 
ercise thereof." In observance of 
this edict, Americans have ever 
been conscious of spiritual and re¬ 
ligious values, and have always 
guarded and nurtured the pursuit 
of the spiritual zealously and per¬ 
sistently. In his recent speech on 
the state of the union. President 
Truman urged the preservation of 
the right of freedom of worship 
and the pursuit of spiritual knowl¬ 
edge. 

On the campuses of the Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee, religious wor¬ 
ship and religious freedom have 
been given considerable emphasis 
Here, at the University of Tennes 
see Junior College, nearly 90 per 
cent of the student body hold 
membership in some denomi¬ 
national or religious group and 
nearly 80 percent of our .students 
are active In attending church 
services or in the programs of the 
Student Christian Association, the 
Methodist Youth Fellowship, the 
Baptist Student Union, the daily 
prayer group and in all the various 
religious enterprises for young 
people in Martin. Since our col¬ 
lege Is some distance from the 
churches, some of these activities 
often cause considerable inconven- 
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lence to student* involved, but 
they are carried on nevertheless 
Moreover, nearly three-fourths of 
the members of our faculty par¬ 
ticipate In teaching Bible cl 
serving as officers in local Sunday 
schools, or actually doing some of 
the official and administrative 
work of the churches themselves. 

Because of the possibilities of 
the hydrogen and atom bombs and 
Jur present “cold war’’ with Rus- 
da, our nation seems to be en- 
/eloped by a psychology of fear. 
)ur nation's leaders are almost 
manimous in their insistence on 
the renWed vigilance of our citi¬ 
zenry in the pursuit of spiritual 
things.

3ur teachers, and our ministers be¬ 
lieve the only answer to our grow- 
ng fear is a renewed faith and 
reverence for the Deity. 

The State of Tennessee has tra- 
iitionally followed the pattern set 
jy our nation's founders and by 
-hose who have ‘sought the best 
or our nation and its people. Its 
rreatest leaders have been God 
earing men, and its people every¬ 
where have shown respect for the 
\doration of the Deity. Therefore, 
t seems to me that the emphasis 
hat is given to religious activities 
>n the campus is indeed timely and 
significant. 

A few days ago I observed the 
Toonday Devotions Group in ac¬ 
tion. Those students who partici¬ 
pated met in the Administration 
Building, Room 3; in spite of the 
noise and chatter exuding from the 
porch, they carried on reverently 
and worshipfully in a room that 
was most unattractive and inap¬ 
propriate. I understand that the 
Student Christian Association, the 
Baptist Student Union, the Meth¬ 
odist Youth Fellowship and any 
other religious worship or study 
groups meet under similar condi¬ 
tions. Some groups, such as the 
young people of the Church of 
Christ and the iFresbyterian Youth 
do not meet on the campus at all, 
and J have heard that the lack of; 
adequate meeting places is one of 
thd reasons for this situation. 

The tentative plans for the Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee Junior Col¬ 
lege of “the future” are very elab¬ 
orate; they include new dormi¬ 
tories for both men and women, 
the transfer of the bookstore, post- 
office. and student center to ade¬ 
quate surroundings, additions to 
the home economics and science 
buildings, and even a new admin¬ 
istration building. Why should 
these same plans not include also 
a college chapel, an unassuming 
but attractive building, where stu 
dents could worship personally or 
collectively as they desired, in 
appropriate surroundings ? 

The state itself will not provide 
such funds as arc needed for a 
chapel that fact is almost indis¬ 
putable. But, I understand that 
on the campuses of some of our 
universities, simple attractive 
chapels have been built. They 
have been erected with the aid of 
funds furnished by certain endow¬ 
ment agencies, plus help from pri- 
! vate subscription. Why should the 
I University of Tennessee Junior 
College not investigate such a pos¬ 
sibility for itself? And. do we not 
draw our student body from such 
a wide area that we could raise a 
considerable sum by popular sub- 
s ription? This proposition would, 
of course, require much careful 
thinking and planning, before a 
fundraising campaign could be 
inaugurated. 

Frankly, I personally believe 
that an attractive chapel, without 
offices or administrative rooms, 
but having an auditorium suitable 
for use by all denominational 
groups is the answer to one of our 
great needs. Here the Student 
Christian Association, the Baptist 
Student Union, the Methodist 
Youth Fellowship, the Young 
People of the Church of Christ, the 
Presbyterian Youth — in fact, 
members of any religious group 
or sect - could gather as they de¬ 
sire and worship a3 they choose 
Here, individuals could go to medi¬ 
tate or pray unmolested and un¬ 
disturbed. Here, that atmosphere 
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**A p»nny for your thoughts."
